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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on November 14, 

2005. 

Claims 1-7 have been canceled. Claims 8-12 have been added. Accordingly, claims 8-12 
are pending in this application. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Mr. 
Robert V. Sloan (Reg. No. 22,775) on January 20, 2006. During telephone conversation with Mr. 
Sloan, an agreement was reached to amend claim 8. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Claim 8: line 1, in particular for use in machines for dispensing fluids," has 
been changed to - for use in machines for dispensing fluids — . 

Claim 8: line 7, " a plurality of teeth (16)" has been changed to -a plurality of 
teeth (22) 

The Amendment to the Claim 8 have been entered to overcome indefinite claim language 
and to correct a typographical error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: peripheral notches being provided 
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on the cylindrical peripheral curved surface of the rotor and define a plurality of peripheral teeth 
and at least one depression being provided on the outer face of each peripheral tooth, between 
two adjacent peripheral notches.
